HAVE BEEN RECEIVED 


Defeat of the Treaty Has Caused a 
Profound Impression at Panama, 
President Roosevelt Advised 
of the Action of the Co- 
lombian Congress. 


Bogota. Colomb!la, August 12, via Bue- 
nea Ventura. August 17.—The Panama 
ganal treaty has been rejected unani- 
mously by the Colomtéan congress. 

It is reported today that President Mar- 
roquin has been authorized by congress 
to make a new treaty which will not re- 
quire further ratification, but that the 
basis given for the treaty will probably 
prove unacceptable to the United States. 

It is considered, however, in official 
circles, according io reliable information, 
that the authorization given by congress 
to make a new treaty wil] furnish a basis 
for reopening negotiations with the 
United States. 

It appears that one of the objections to 
the ratification of the treaty which car- 
ried weight in the senate was that the 
Panama Canal Company did not cOme to 
a previous arrangement with the Colom- 
bian government for the transfer of the 
concession. 

The action taken by the senate more- 
over seems to have been influenced by#ithe 
communication made by the American 
minister in which the introduction of any 
amendments to the treaty was objected to, 


President Is Disappointed. 


~ Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 17.—Upon the 
return ‘of the president to Sagamore Hill 
this evening from reviewing the fleet he 
found awaiting him there information of 
the rejection by the Colombian senate of 
the Panama canal treaty. 

While he naturally its disappointed at 


the actton of the congress, he does not‘ 


desire at this time to make any comments 
upon it. When it was leafned recently 
that the Colombian congress Intended to 
amend the treaty it was understood that 
an intimation was conveyedeto the Co- 
lombian government that such amend- 
ments as were proposed would be un- 
satisfactory to this government. The ab- 
solute rejection of the treaty followed. 

It is quite certain that the action of 
Colombia will induce some consultations 
of importance in the near future and pos- 
sibly some action by congress at the ex- 
traordinary session. 


Washington Is Advised. 


Washington, August f7.—A cablegram, 
Gated August 12, has been received at 
the state department from Minister Beau- 
pre, at Bogota, saying that the Panama 
canal treaty has been rejected by the 
Colombian senate. 

President Roosevelt was immediately 
acvised of the news, Mr. Beaupre’s tel- 
egram being forwarded to Oyster Bay. 

Very little additiona] information con- 
cerning the action of the Colombdian sen- 
ate could be obtained at the state de- 
partment, Mr. Adee, acting secretary of 
state, would not discuss Colombian af- 
faire, nor indicate what cOurse the Uni- 
ted States would pursue. The informa- 
tion in the cablegram of Minister Beau- 
pré was meagre and there was no inti- 
mation whatever that the treaty might 
not again be brought up for considera- 
¢10n. 

Section 4 of the Isthmian canal act 
provides that should the president be un- 
able to obtain a satisfactory title to the 
property of the new Panama Canal Com- 
pany and control of the necessary terri- 
tory and the rights necessary to tho 
ecnstruction of the cana) from the re- 
public of Colombia, he shall make the 
necessary treaties with Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua and proceed with the con- 
struction of a canal by the Nicaraguan 
route. 

Marroquin’s Course. 


It will be impossible for President 
Marroquin to again submit the treaty toa 
the Colombian congress in its present 
form, The senate having rejected it, the 
treaty cannot again come before that 
body except by the senate’s own vote 
Fresident Marroquin. however, can send 
the treaty slightly amended to the sen- 
ate and reopen the canal debate. It {fa 
believed at the Colombian legation that 
President Marroquin will adopt some 
such proceedure. 

Mr. Herran, Colombian charge d'af- 
faires, has received an official cablegram 
from the Colombian secretary of state, 
Gated August 13. containing a brief state 
ment of the senate’s rejection of the 
treaty on the day previous. 


Reasons for Rejection. 


The reason given for the rejection of 
the treaty by the Colombian senate, It 
fs said here, was the alleged encroach- 
ment on Colombian sovereignty which 
its opponents contend would result from 
the treaty. This information was con- 
tained in a dispatch received tonight by 
Dr. Herran. the Colombian charge, from 
Foreign Minister Ricos at Bogota. This 
dispatch showed that in its present form 
the treaty was absolutely unacceptable 
to the senate for the reason above 
stated and that it had been rejected 
unanimously. Incidental to the general 
question of sovereignty necessarily was 
tnat of lease of the strip of land through 
which the canal was to be constructed 
and the dcbate in the Colombian senate 
indicated ihat that body regarded this 
as amounting to a sale of the land and 
therefore objectionable. When the treaty 
was submitted to the senate by the com- 
mittee to which it had been referred, 
seven of the senators favored it with 
eertain amendments which they proposed 
* and the remaining two opposed it abso-

OPEN DOORS GIVEN 


TO UNITED STATES 


China Finally Agrees to 
Demands of This 


Government. ,

Washington, August 17.—Minister Con- 
ger, at Pekin, has secured a written 
promise from Prince Ching to sign on 
October 8 a treaty with the United States 
which will include a guarantee that Muk- 
den and Tatung Tao shall be open ports. 

Pekin, August 17.—The arrangeiment 
made by Minister Conger for the sign- 
ing of a treaty between China and the 
United States providing for the opening 


. of the Mukden and Tatung Tao on the 


date of Russia's promised final evacua- 
tion of Manchuria, ends the stubborn re- 
sistance by the Chinese, which for some 
time promised to be successful. 

Prince Ching made one defense after 
another until] all were exhausted. He 
first argued Russian opposition to the 
opening of these ports. He then said he 
was not informed that Russia had con- 
sented to the opening. Finally he re- 
fused on the ground that China was 
unable to open towns which were held 
by another power. 

When the present settlement was pro- 
posed with the explanation that China 
must presume that Russia intended tu 
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fulfill her evacuation agreement, Prince 
Ching reluctantly gave in. 

Tatung Tao is a sr&all port, which does 
not promise much business. Its opening 
is mainly important as a victory for the 
open-door principle.

Temporary Bridges

Still Further Rise Is Expected, as 
Many Tributaries of the Kansas 
River Are Reported Bank- 
Full—Boats Used in 
Transportation. 


Kansas City, Mo., August 17.—Boats 
are again being used to transport per- 
sons between the two Kansas Citys, the 
James street. bridge and the Metropolf- 
tan Street Rattway Company's bridge 
over the Kansas river having been car- 
ried out by the gtrong curreni. The 
fiver fs hiffrer thah at any time sffice 
the June flood, and other structures are 
in danger. 

The wrecked bridges are temporary at- 
fairs constructed hastily two months ago. 
A further rise ig expected, as halr a 
dozen tributaries to the Kansas river 
west -of here are bank-full. When the 
James street bridge went out it floated 
down stream and carried away the steol 
railway bridge which supported the Kan.- 
sas City, Kans., gas main and telephone 
cable 

Tonight that city was practically in 
darkness. The wreckage of the two 
bridges finally lodged against the Cht- 
cago Great Western railway bridge, and 
while it weakened that structure and put 
it out of service, the new bridge will, 
it is believed, remain Intact. 


All Rivers Are Rising Rapidly. 


All streams in Kansas, including the 
Kaw, the Smoky Hill and the Republican 
rivers, are rising, the result of heavy 
rains last night, and this water 1s ex- 
pected here late tomorrow. 

The stock yards company has a large 
force.at work protecting its bridges over 
which live stock for the Armourdale 
packing house is driven from the main 
yards. General Manager Rust feela cun- 
fident that the structure will stand. 

The belt line bridge is being kept in 
place by a heavily laden freight train. 


Topeka Is Again Threatened. 

Topeka. Kans., August 17.—The Kan-

Panama cana! treaty had been rejected 
by the Colombian senate, William Nel- 
son Cromwell made the following brief 
statement as counsel for the Panama 
Canal Company: 

“A committee of the Colombian senate 
on the Sth instant recommended the 
treaty with a number of amendments. 
Our recent cables state that various par- 
Namentary motions have been made, 
more or less involving these amend- 
ments. and a recent one indicates that 
the treaty Is not acceptable without 
ee but this is not regarded as 
nal." 


Panama Stirred by News. 


Panama, August 17.—The unanimous 
rejection of the Panama canal treaty by 
the senate has caused a profound im. 
pression here in all circles. The question 
on all lips is what will become of Pan- 
ama. The only consolation the isthmians 
have is that the rest of the wepublic 
with the exchango at a very high figure 
and with an upward tendency, will] suffer 
a great deal more, 

It seems that the government never 
expected the treaty to be ratified, and 
it was not supported at all in the sen- 
afte. 

General Lucio Valazop, an old veteran 
and a distinguished army officer, has 
béen appointed military. commander of 
the department of Panama. It is thought 
that fears caused by the rumors of a 
secession movement on the isthmus may 
have influenced the appointment. 


Heavy Blow to Property Owners. 


Colon, August 17.—The rejection of the 
canal treaty by the Colombian senate has 
produced tremendous éxcitement on the 
isthmus. It was generally believed that 
the treaty would pass with some modifi- 
cations. 

There ig good reasun to suppose that 
the g.ajority of the members of the sen- 
ate regard Spooner amendment to 
build a canal by the Nicaraguan route, 
if the Panama route was rejected by Co- 
lombia, as a mere threat on the part of 
the United States. They are convinced 
that the Nicaraguan project {s impossible 
and that the United States will again deal 
with Colombia.

Eugene W. Shepard, colored, who for 
the past eleven years has been @ mem- 
her of the Atlanta letter carrier force, 
was arrested last night at 6:36 o'clock by 
Postoffice Inspector Robert E, Barry on 
the charge of robbing the mails, he havy- 
ing been cleverly detected by means of de- 
coy letters. 

A short time after his arrest, while 
handcuffed and en route to the Tower, 
Shepard made his escape from United 


States Deputy Marshal Rinard and made 


a bold dash for liberty, leading the of- 
ficer in a spirited chase for fully a quar- 
ter of a mile. Under the Forsyth street 
bridge and through the railroad yards 
the pursued and pursuer sprinted, the 
fleet-footed negro finally being retaken at 
the Western and Atlantic shops. Just 
as he reached that point Shepard fell 
and Marshal Rifmard was iInstattly on 
him. As Shepard fell one of the cuffs 
slipped from hie wrist. 

The prisoner is accused of stealing 25 
cents from a decoy letter, which had 
been addressed to the Milton-Bradley 
company, 168 Peachtree street.

The five decoys were carefully placed 
inf the mail 6f Shepard's route and In- 
spéctor Barry, who was secreted in the 
Office, saw him place them in his mail 
gack. The inspector then visited the 
store of the Milton-Bradley company and 
secreted himself there Shortly after- 
wards the carrier came in and delivered 
four of the decoy letters. Inspector Barry 
then returned tu the postoffice end when 
Shepard tame back and reported off the 
officer took him in charge. 

ENnedvard protesied his innocence at first. 
but the inspector found the marked quar- 
ter with some other money in his pocket, 
and the prisoner then admitted that it 
had been taken from the Cornelia letter. 
The arrest of Shepard was due to shrewd 
work and came af.er a gsuries of other 
persistent efforts to stop the loss of mall 
on his route had failed.

HASH! BAZOUKS RIZE 
CHRISTIAN VILLAGES 


Turkish Authorities Connived at the 
Outrage, Furnishing the Butch- 
ers Uniforms £o That They 
Might Be Taken for 
Regular toldiers. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, August 17.—The river 
near Monastir. Macedonia, is full of the 
mutilated bodies of women and children 
who have been massacred by Bashi 
Bazouks. 

A dispatch received here from Uskub 
Says that 0 Bashi Bazgouks. under the 
command of AlDanian chiefs. who are 
notoriously cruel, pillaged and destroyed 
a number of Christian villages in the dis- 
tricts of Debre and Okrida. The Turkish 
futhorities. it added. connived at the 
outrage and furnished the Bashi Bazouks 
with old uniforms in order that they 
might be regular soldiers. 


Troops To Be Mobilized. 

Otders have been issued for the mobili- 
zation tomorrow of two divisions of re- 
Serves. It is rumored that they will be 
employed in strengthening the forces on 
the frontier to prevent the passage of 
Bulgarian bands into Macedonia. The 
officials, however, state that the reserved 
were called out to undergo their custom. 
ary training of fifteen days, 

The foreign diplomats here are anxious- 
ly watching the effect of the memoran- 
dum which the Bulgarian government has 
presented to the powers on the subject 
of the condition of affairs in Macedonia. 
They fear it may excite popular opinion 
in BulgarT2 and point out that such em- 
phatic, outspoken criticism is usually re- 
served for manifestoes tasued on the eve 
of war, although it ia regarded as being 
quite improbable that the memorandum 
was a prelude in the present case to any- 
thing more serious than tncreased ten- 
sion. Most of the diplomatic representa- 
tivés also have visited the foreign Office 
here today and recéived assurances from 
the foreign minister that Bulgaria had 
not the slightest desire to antagonize 


responsibility for the Macedonian revolu- 
tion belonged. 
Powers Are in Accord. 

London, August 17.—According to in- 
formation in possession of diplomats in 
London there is no reason at this moment 
to fear differences between the powers in 
respect to Macedonia or that the trouble 
will spread beyond the confines of Tur- 
key. One of these, who is participating 
in the exchange of’ notes regarding the 
situation, said today: 

“The powers are acting harmoniously. 
Nothing has developed to indicate any 
suspicion or cause for suspicion of the 
motives underlying the demands made 
by Russia upon the powers. A full ex- 
change of views has occurred between the 
powers interested, 

“War between Turkey and Bulgaria 
might lead to a general conflagration. I¢ 
is to prevent complications of such a 
grave character that every effort is he- 
ing made by the powers to maintain peate 
between those countries. Up to this time 
Bulgaria hag been holding herself in 
hand and I hope this will continue, al- 
though the state of public feeling could 
conceivably, if not soon calmed, cause one 
or the other to precipitate hostilities. 

“I have no information regarding the 
act of restitution to be enforced by tha 
squadron, but within forty-eight hours 
it wil] reach whatever point has been 8e- 
lected. There is no doubt that the sole 
object of the dispatch of the squadron is 
to make Turkey understand that Russia 
is in earnest and that her demands must 
be complied with without delay.”

-gippi has begun. Through the state, to- 


morrow or next day, the executive com- 
mittees of the various counties will meet 
and make arrangements for the primary 
to be held on the 27th of this month. The 
county committees will make arrange- 
tickets, the 
names of the state candidates will be 
placed in the order designated by the 
staté democratic committee at its meet- 
ing Saturday and the names of the coun- 
ty candidates to be placéd on the ticket 
will come in the same order as at the 
first primary. The county committees 
will, at their meeting this week. make ar- 
rangement for the clerks, judges and 
bailiffs to preside at the poll¢ tn the vari- 
ous voting precincts.

The whole state is now thoroughly 
covered with clubs, and they are cutting 
a much more importfnr fixere m this sec- 
ond campaign than in the first.

If the trust could 
(ene, “F? you don't take our cigarettes 
you can’t have our imported cigars,’ the 
trust could be master of the situation.” 

Mr. Cockran told about the sale of 
the Henry Clay and Bock company. He 
said he was assisting in the negotiations 
to buy the company when he was sud- 
denly informed that the company had 
been sold to the trust. That was the 
device by which his company was siruck. 

“How was the Universal Tobacco Com- 
pany to buy a $2,000,000 company if it 
did not have the cash?’ asked the vice 
chancellor. 

Mr. Cockran replied that the cash had 
been promised. He said the Clay and 
Bock. Company had been sold by such 
methods that the arrangement made to 
protect the Universal Tobacco Company 
was defeated. The prospédcts under which 
they had organized were destroyed by 
their own trustees. 

The vice chancellor intimated that he 
would not appoint a receiver on the 
ground that it would be disastrous to 
the company.

FOR RAILROADS 
IN PHILIPPINES 


Root and Taft Want To 
Build Six Hundred 
Miles. 


Washington, August 17.—Secretary Root 
has been in corfespondence with Gov- 
ernor Taft regarding the construction 
of a system of railroads in the Philip- 
pine islands amounting to some 60 miles. 
It is proposed to build a line from Ma- 
nila north through Luzon to the harbor 
at the northernmost end of the fsland. 
Another projected line is a branch from 
this north and south line over the moun- 
tains to the eastern coast. 

Another proposed line is from Manila 
south to Batanzas. It has been suggested 
also that a line be constructed along 
the west comst of Luzon from Dagupan, 
the present terminus of the Manila and 
Dagupan road, to the north end of the is- 
land. 

The propositions contemplate aid by the 
Philippine government. Jt is believed that 
@ guarantes of the interest on the amount 
of the cost of the roads. in case the roads 
prove unable to pay such interest out of 
the earnings, will be sufficient to induce 
capital to invest in the different enter- 
rises. 

The Philippine government: could not 
make any grants of lands to aid in the 
construction. of the roads, out it could 
grant rights of way. 

lt has been determined that the Phil- 
ippine government has the authority to 
guarantee the interest on the naflroad 
ponds, the payment of interest if made to 
constitute a lien on the property. 

The secretary of war belleves that the 
construction of tnese roada would be of 
imunense benelit and woudwd settie for all

New York, August 17.—M. C. D. Borden, 
in commenting today on the closing down 
of the cotton mills in New Orieans, said 
that the action of the cotton mill owners 
was undoubtedly due to the scarcity of 
cotton supplies and their determination 
not to buy at the present prices. 

‘Mill owners,’ said he, “cannot buy the 
raw supplies at, say, 12 cents a pound and 
‘sell the print cloth at 31-4 cents a yard. 
By doing so they would be losing money, 
and, of course, such a condition of affairs 
necessitates only one course, and that is 
to close the mills. 

“I think it would be more profitable to 
sell the raw cotton at the going prices 
than to manufacture it into the com- 
mercial article and sell it at the present 
prices. Should the present condition in 
the raw.cotton market continue, there is 
no doubt but that it would cause a serious 
condition in print cloth and textile in- 
dustry.”

Socialist J. i.. Fitts was stopped by the 
polite last night, a few minutes after 
he had begun ap address on the street, 
and was sedved with a copy of charges 
for making a public speech without a 
permit from the mayor, 

Fitts had announced jn a dodger that 
he would test the validity of the city 
Ordinance which made a permit necessary 
before a man could speak on the*streets 
of Atlanta. He claimed that the law was 
unconstitutional and was aimed at free 


apeech. 

A permit was granted him a fewW days 
ago, and was revoked by the chief of 
police, under instructions from the chair- 
man of the police board and the mayor. 
The grounds for revoking the permit was 
that Fitts’ talks were of a character 
to cause a breach of the peace. 

At 8 o’clock last night, a large crowd 
assembled at the corner of Broad and 
Marietta streets. The chief of police, 
' Captain Moon, ‘Sergeant Whitley and Po- 
lice Commissigners Fox, Jones and Jobn- 
80n were present. 

When Fitts appeared he was cajled 
agide by three or four men, who held 
a@ whispered conference with him. One 
of the men placed a bex between the 
car tracks and the sidewalk. Fitts mount- 
ed the box, took off his hat. and said: 

Address Cut Short. 

*“Fellow-Citizens: It gives me great 
pleasure to address an audience of sguth- 
ern men on the great question of So- 
cialism. I am a southerner, for I was 
born in South Carolina. I wish to speak 
to you (ight about—” 

Chief Ball Captain Moon and Sergeant 
Whitley stepped up to Fitts, and the 
chief said: 

“Mr. Fitts, 
mit ?"’ 

‘You must show 
Captain Moon 

Fitts could produce no permit, and he 
folded his arms and replied: 

“If I have no permit then I am to 
consider myself unger arrest.” 

“Yes, if you intend to keep on talk- 
ing,’’ stated the chief. 

“Will you give me a copy of charges?’ 
asked Fitts. 

“Free speech! Free speech!” cried sév- 
eral voices in the crowd, ‘Don’t stop free 
speech in-this free country.” 

Chief Ball told Fitts he would be given 
@ copy of charges. 

The Charge Made. 

“What is thei charge to be?” 
ed. 

“Violating section 1841, of the city code,” 
Captain Moon informed him. 

“Well, give me the copy of charges,’ 
was the next remark of the socialist. 

“We will give you the copy, provided 
you do not attempt to speak again,” 
Chief Ball told him. “If you persist in 
this we will have to. take you to the 
police barracks.”’ 

Fitts agreed to discontinue his address, 
and Captain Moon took him to one side 
and wrote out a cupy of charges, Set-. 
ting the case for a hearing this afternoon 
@t 2:30 o'clock. 

The crowd that had assembled stood 
about, in small groups, discussing the 
situation, som® claiming the police had 
done right and others contending that free 
speech had been bridled. 

Ordinance in Question. 


The section of the city code with which 
Pitts is charged with violating says that 
mo person shall make a political speech 
on the streets without a permit from thé 
mayor and general council or the mayor 
@nd the chairman of the police board, 
As the whole fight is to be made on the 
Ordinance in question the exact wording 
of it will be interesting. The ordinance ia 
as follows: 

“Sec. 1841. The president, chairman, or 
other officer, or committee of men, or 
any persons who desire or intend to call 
@ public meeting of the citizens of At- 
lanta, for political purposes, shall notify 
the mayor, or chief of police, of such de- 
sire or intent, and of the time and place 
of meeting, before said méeting is called, 
and upon failure to do so, upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be fined not exceeding 
fifty dollars and costs, or be imprisoned 
in the calaboose of the city not exceed- 
ing thirty days, in the discretion of the 
recorder’s court; and upon receiving such 
notice it shall be the duty of the mayor 
or chief of police to attend such meeting 
with a sufficient police force to preserve 
peace and order; provided, it shall not 
be lawful to hold any such meeting in 
any of the public streets of the city of 
Atlanta without the consent of the may- 
Or and genera! council, or the mayor and 
chairman of the board of police com- 
missioners of the city of Atlanta; and 
any person calling or holding any public 
meeting, in any of the streets of the city 
wf Atlanta, without guch consent, shall,

Judge Neal called upon the jury to 
make a searching tnvestigation and if It 
found such establishments operating here 
it was the duty of the grand jury to 
have siich parties brought before the 
court; that the above instructions were 
in the manner of ‘a test for the present 
svstem, in ghat it would show 
whether people with means and influence 
were just as amenable to the law as 
poor people without any influence. Judge 
Neal states that the statute under which 
the men in charge of bucket shops, as 
well as those who trage therein, may be 
indjcted, is found in the acts of 18k9, 
chapter 221, entitled: “Futures. and 
other yiclous contracts indictable.’’

Testimony Before the Arbitration 
Board at Birmingham Yesterday. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 17.—Don H. 
Bacon, president of the Tennessee Coal, 
fron and Railroad Company, was the 
first witness today before the coal arbi- 
tration. lle referred at length to thé 
con@Uons and methods ,prevafling in 
the Alabama superior district, drawing 
comparisons and conclusions to show 
that the cost of production and handling 
is greater in Alabama. He also compared 
the southern plants of the ‘Tennessee 
Company to the more modern plants of 
the north, showing that the material 
could be handled much easier in the 
north. 

When President Bacon had finished 
bis testimony J. M. Franklin, superin- 
tendent of. the Tennessee Company's 
mine, was called.

Franklin sald that he had been in the 
northern coal fields and had visited 
many of the mines. In his opinion 17? 
cents WOuld be proper differential for 
machine mined coal in this fieid. 

Commissioner Lewis then made a state- 
ment on the differential question, anda 
he said that a good scale had been pre- 
pared for Ohio, Pennsylvania, IJilinow 
and indiana. Iie was in hopes this would 
eventually obtain in Alabama. 

William Fields, a miner from the 
Found mines at Brvokside, 
the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Com- 
pany, was the next witness. His evi- 
dence was mainly intended to show the 
earnings of miners in Alabama. He said 
that the averages presented by the op- 
erators were incorrect in many particu- 
lars and that the miner did not eura 
nearly sO much as thelr figures would 
indicate. He went into the subject in 
detall and the commission adjourned im- 
mediately after he had conciuded.,

Notable Decision Is Rendered 
by Federal Judge Rogers 


He Holds That Western Union Can 
Dismiss Men for Belonging to a 
Union and Can Also Put 
Them on the Black 
List. 


St. Loufs, August 17.—Judge Rogers, 
in the United States court, today handed 
down an opinion sustaining the demurrer 
of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany in the labor injunction case of 
Boyer et al. against that company. — In 
the written opinion Judge Rogers Ssus- 
tains every point urged by Attorney 
Elinous Smith, representing the defend- 
ant company, holding that the company 
has absolute right to dismiss employees 
because they belong to the union or for 
any other- reason; that there can be 
no conspiracy to do a lawful act; that 
the so-called blacklist may be main- 
tained and given out for the use of 
others. 

Superintendent J. G. Frankel, of the 
second djstrict of the Western Union, 
said: 

“The case arose from the fact that a 
certain number of operators were re- 
lieved on account of reduction of force, 
some for insubordination and for otner 
causes. They contended it was on ac- 
count of belonging to the union and they 
were therefore deprived of a livelihood. 
It was conclusively shown that al} op- 
erators so relieved were employed either 
by brokers or railroad companies, with 
the exception of one who could not be 
located. I do not care to say anything 
further.* :

Strenuous Method Of Deal- 
ing With Lynchers Advo- 
cated By Preacher, 


August 17.—Reyv. Dr. A. 8. 
McArthur, pastor of.the Calvary Bap- 
tist church, has vigorously denvunced 
lynching and anarchy. 

In the course of his sermon he sald: 

“A mob jis a wild beast. A meb has 
no brains to think, no breast to feel and 
no reason to judge between right and 
wrong. When democracy becomes mob. 
Ocracy, the days of the republic will: be 
numbered, 

“Mob law is one of the greatest dan- 
gers in a republican form of government. 
lt is anarchy, pure and simple. It 1s 
vastly more dangerous In a republic than 
in a@ monarchy. It resolves society into 
savagery. It brutalizes and demoralizes 
all who participate in it. It puts force in 
the place of law and vengeance in the 
piace of justice. It is treason to the re- 
public and a dishonor to humanity. 

“Ours is the only country on the globe 
that roasts at the stake men uncon- 
demned and untried. There ts not a spot 
today In darkest Africa or in any other 
pagan land where such atrocities are 
committed, 

“We must Instst that Officers of the 
law shall be fearless in the defense of 
their prisoners even though they be guil- 
ty of the most awful crimes. In order to 
do so they may have to shoot to kill. No 
man who knows my spirit will charge 
me with cruelty in feeling or action.”

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An Unexpected Act. 

It is now stated on authority that 
tiie Grand Army of the Republic at 
San Francisco is to be asked to pass 
resolutions demanding of congress 
that no statue of any person who bore 
alms against the United States gov- 
ernment shall be given a place in 
Statuary hall in the capitol at Wash- 
ington. The effort is aimed -at ‘the 
proposed statue to General Robert E. 
Lee. 

We can scarcely bring ourselves to 
think that the old veterans of the blue 


can be induced to pass so uncharita- | 
In | 


ble and unsoldier-like a demand. 
doing so the Grand Army of the Re- 
public would virtually dishonor the 
magnanimity of Grant, who threatend 
to resign his commission at the head 
of the army if his parole to Lee 
Should be disregarded by the civil au- 
thorities. The act would be a brutal 
stigma on McKinley, who gave honor 
to the memory of Lee and who first 
Suggested that the national govern- 
ment should care for the confederate 
dead equally with the remains of 
those who wore the blue. 

What Lonorable and patriotic end 
could be accomplished by such reso- 
lutiong is far to find. No harm to the 
name and fame of Lee could result 
and the just men of the civilized 
world would look upon such action 
as an exhibition of surviving malice 
unparalleled in the history of civili- 
zation. And yet it appears that there 
are men in the Grand Army of the Re- 
public organization who are so be- 
latedly mad about the civil war as to 
be willing to maké such an attempt 
and incur such contempt: 

One thing will stand in the way of 
the resolution and that is to get the 
consent of congress to expel the 
Statue of Kenna, of West Virginia, 
which is already 1n Statuary hall, and 
who bore arms against the United 
States. Another is that the privilege 
of selecting subjects to be thus me 
morialized was left by the act of con: 
gress to the states themselves and it 
would seem a little out of the regular 
order to require these selections to be 
hereafter submitted to and O. K.’d by 
a committee of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. ; 4 

But we have faith"in the good sense 
and chivalry of the controlling major- 
ity: of the fighting federal soldiery and 
do not fear that they will give sci- 
ous favorable consideration to the 
proposed resolutions. They are made 
of game mettle and are magnanimous 
toward the brave mén whom they met 
and overcame in the heat, burdens 
Even a Jeffries 
will acknowledge and praise the 
prowess of a Corbett he. has knocked 
out of the prize ring. Does any one 
expect less from a scarred and typ- 
ical soldier of the victorious side in 
the civil war? 

If, at the end of the episode, we 
will be compelled to acknowledge our 
faiu in tae Grand Army-of the Re- 
public misplacéd, we will regret to 
de so more on its account than on 
that of Lee or any other southern sol- 
dier. The ancient Greeks built mar 
ble mouments to tell of victories over 
alien foes, but set up only wooden 
memorials of victories won in inter- 
necine strifem. that their enmities | 
might as quickly vanish as the wood- 
en structures should decay. 

Virginia, if Lee’s statue jis refused, 
can afford to leave the space vacant. 
The absence of his effigy from its pe- 
destal will be even more eloquent to 
the generations coming than would 
be the statue itself.

With -each in the 
hands of a capable skipper and a 
sturdy crew of sea dogs, there should 
be a race to stir the patriotic sport- 
ing blood of every man, woman and 
child in this country and in England. 
This is one time in the year when 
even the landbubber who does not 
own a yatching cap and who has con- 
fined his sea experiences to the rag- 
ing Chattahoochee has the same right 
to enthuse as is enjoyed by his less 
fortunate brother brought up upon the 
vernacular of the Grand banks.

Seeking the Sensational. 

There seems to be good ground for 
the criticism, heard in many quarters, 
that managers of chautauquas in dif- 
ferent parts of the country are lowering 
the standard of those associations by 
reaching out after the sensational. 
If the plans of the original workers in 
chautauquan fields have not been en- 
tirely lost sight of, the courses of 
study which were at first furnished 
and the literary and _ scientific ad- 
dresses then the chief features of the 
assemblies have been completely 
overshadowed by the introduction of 
“stunts” designed to amuse rather 
than to educate. 

Attention to this lowering of the 
standards—for it is plainly that—is 
called by The Washington Post, which. 
uses these very pertinent 
tions: 


No: friend of education and no serious 
student af the race problem, which has 
recently been pressed to prominence in 
this country, will contend that any good 
has been accomplished by the joint de- 
bates on the negro question ‘between Sen- 
ator Tillman, of South Carolina, and Sen- 
ator Burton, of Kansas. Representa- 
tive citizens of the south will unhesi- 
tatingly deeMire that they» do not share 
the views of Senator Tillman, who has 
toured the north amd west, advocating 
the shotgun ag the best method of set- 
tling the negro’ question. He has played 
for hisseq. as earnestly as the villain in 
the play and has left the impression 
with thousands of his hearers that his 
sentiments are shared by the southern 
people On the other hand, Senator Bur- 
ton has been wholly unable to meet Till- 
man’s tirades with any argument that 
represents the views of the people of the 
north. He has made no special study of 
the question, and has‘come off defeated in 
every encounter with the South Caro- 
lina fire-eater. Instead of an intellectual 
feast, the meetings between these sena- 
tors has produced simply a vaudeville 
entertainment, and the settlement of the 
race problem has been ‘retarded instead 
of encouraged by their efforts. 

D. M. Parry, of Indianapolis, is now 
on the Chautauqua circuit delivering his 
tirades against organized labor. He is 
as intemperate as Tillman and as thor- 
oughly uninformed as Burton on the 
basic principles of the topic he so enthu- 
siastically discusses. While prominent 
capitalists and labor leaders throughout 
the country are making concessions and 
using every effort to secure amicable ad- 
justment of labor disputes, Parry is 
urging a plan of actian before chautau- 
quas that would, if adopted, demand 
settlement of such differences by vio- 
lence. He # just as radical on one side 
of the question as is Eugene V. Debs, 
another chaiutauqua light, on the other. 
Neither of them does the cause of labor 
any good, and each of them promises to 
do har. / 

There is, apparently, little thought in 
the minds of the managers of many 
of these institutions of the educa- 
tional purpose which has given the 
chautauqua its standing. It may be 
vastly entertaining to witness the 
hurling of political diatribes, just as 
it is interesting to witness the con- 
tortions of-grotesque acrobats; but 
the place for such things is the vaude- 
ville stage, not at the chautauqua as- 
sem blies.’

The advent of the general staff 


|management of the United States 


army will be looked upon with curi- 
osity-until the people get enough data 
by which to form an opinion as to 
whether it is an excellency or an ec- 
centricity. ’ 

The first idea of every American 
not setting himself up as a military 
expert is that the system of army 
management established under Wash- 
ington and continued with so much 
success and glory to the present time, 
should have been good enough to re 
main undisturbed a while longer. 
There are also plenty of military of 
ficers, some of them old in rvice 
and high in rank, who affirm that the 
staff system is a European ‘scheme 
that will not suit the conditions of 
soldiership in the American army. 
They fear, for good reasons, that this 
innovation will depreciate the per- 
sonnel and enthusiasnr of the various 
corps. 

A glance over the Mst of officers 
assigned to the general staff is not 
reassuring. Teo many of them have 
been bureaucrats, honorary attaches 
at peace posts, or favorites more dis- 
tinguished for social than military 
evolutions. Still it may turn out that 
the change, while working at first 
with some friction and some poor 
material, will finally lead to a more 
efficient handling of the service.

‘These are the figures given out by Cap- 
tain Harrison yesterday with .only two 
counties—Lee and Telfair—yet to hear 
from. The total increase, not including 
these two couhties and the railroads, is 
$21,968,141. 

The Coffee and Dooly county returns 
came in yesterday and were in totals, 
respectively, $2,588,000 arid $4,231,692, show- 
ing a loss of $16,369 for Coffee county 
and a gain of $494,541 for Dooly county. 
The Coffee county returns alsy brought 
to light the interesting faét that for 
two years the returns from this county 
have been showing a great decrease in 
the acreage of the county. 

In 19] tle total acreage of Coffee 
county returned for taxation was 817,327 
and in 1902 it was 751,460, while for this 
year it was 700,855 acres, the decrease in 
the past two years being 116,472 acres.

President Takes Part in Greal 
Waal Pageant Off Oyster

TWENTY-ONE. WAR. SHIPS 
- THUNDER OUT SALUTES 


Every Vessel in the Squadron Visited 
by the President—After the 
Review the Fleet Steams 
Away for the Const 
of Maine. 


Oyster Bay, L. I., August 17.—Twenty- 
one war ships: drawn up in four par- 
allel columns a’ mile long apd including 
some of the best fighting ships of the 
United States nav, resting ypon the 
glassy surface of Long Island sound, 
composed the picture which lay spread 
out befor@ President Roosevelt when he 
stepped out upon the veranda of his 
home at Sagamore Hill early today. 

Their brasswork, shining under the 
slanting rays of the morning sun, gave 
evidence that every ship was spick and 
Span for this, the first- naval review at 
the nation’s summer capitol, and proba- 
bly the first ever held for the exclusive 


purpoce of presidential honors. 

Commandej by Rear Admiral Barker 
and three other paval officers of similar 
rank, the fleet, comprising two squadrons, 
each of two divisions, besides a flotilla 
of torpedo boat destroyers included a 
representative of nearly every type of 
fighting craft, from the ponderoyg Illi- 
nois tq the little destroyers. Two paral- 
lel columns of battle ships and cruisers, 
headed by the Kearsarge, Rear Admira] 
Barker's flag ship, flanked by files of 
destroyers, composing the North Atlan- 
tic fleet, covered the placé4 sound for 
2 miles off shore from picturesque Lloyd's 
Neck and blockading the mouth of Oys- 
ter Bay, presented a splendid marine spec- 
tacle, abundantly suggestive of America’s 
sea power. 

Clustered in the mouth of the bay rest- 
ed the pregident’s yacht, Mayflower: Sec- 
retary Moody’s official craft, the Dolphin, 
and Sir Thomas Lipton’e beautiful steam 
yacht. Erin, surrounded by a graceful 
fleet of steam and sailing vessels, gath- 
ered to witness the imposing ceremony 
when the president and the fleet officials 
exchanged salutes. 


Beautiful Day for Review. 


Fairer weather for the review could 
not have been asked. When the presi- 
dent boarded the Mayflower's launch at 
the J. West Roosevelt landing, the. big 
white shapes ofthe war’ veaséls bétwéen 
the double lines of gray destroyers 
loomed out of a thin haze that hung 
over the sound. Hardly a ripple wrinkled 
the surface of the water. 

The Mayfiower lay in the mouth of 
Oyster bay. Nearby was the Dolphin, 
With Secretary Moody, Admiral Dewey 
and the rear admirals. on board. 

Before the president arrived, Secretary 
Moody, Admiral Dewev. Rear Admiral 
Taylor. chief of the bureau of naga- 
tion; Rear Admiral Rodgers, comand- 
ant of the New York navy yard; Captain 
Brownson, commandant of tha naval 
academy; General Chaffee, Sir Thomas 
Lipton, Colonel! Sharman-Craw sf 
the Royal Ulster Yacht Club: C. Oliver 
iselin. W. Butler Duncan, Woodbury 
Kane and Commodore Frederick C 
Bourne, of the New York Yacht Club. 
were taken on board the Mayflower. 

As the president stepped on the deck 
of the Mayflower her guns spoke the 
first salute of the morning. Leaving her 
anchorage the Dolphin passed the May- 
flower. saluting as she went by. Then 
the Mayflower steamed down fhe bay, 
followed by the president's yacht, Sy!ph, 
having guests of the president on board. 
Siowly the presidegt’s flag ship moved 
Sut into the sound, where the battle ships 
@nd cruisers lay in two parallel Hnea, 
lengthwise of the gound, with & column 
of destroyers flanking each of the larger 
ships. The right column was composed 
of two divisions, the first consisting of the 
Kearsarge, Illinois and Alabama, under 
command of Rear Admiral Barker; the 
second. comprising the Texas, Baltimore 
and Chicago. commanded by Rear Ad- 
miral Sands. 

The left column 
miral Coghlan’s flag ship, 
and the cruiser Topeka, composing the 
first division, and the Yankee, Prairie, 
Panther and Dolphin, the second division. 
Rear Admiral Wise commanding. Flank- 
ing the first column and between it and 
the Long Isiand shore was the first 
division of the destroyer flotilla, the 
Decatur, Bainbridge, Barry, Dale and 
Chauncey, under command of Lieutenant 
L. H. Chandler. Lying outside of all 
the remai: ier of the fleet was a flanking 
column of destroyers, including the Trux- 
ten, Worden, Whipple, Stewa¥d and Baw- 

“tence, commanded by Lieutenant R. M, 
erham. 

Surrounding them was a flotilla of steam 
craft of all descriptions, numbering hun- 
dreds of yessels. 

Salutes for the President. 

With the president's flag flying from 
her main truck the Mayflower steamed 
slowly off to the east end of the right 
column, made a sweeping curve and 
moved down through the lane between 

first columg of battle ships and 
cruisers and the first column of destroy- 
ers. Lines of white-clad sailors manned 
the rails, superstructures, fighting tops 
and yards of the white fleet and dotted 
the rails of the dark-hulled destroyers. 
Meurrying launches cleared the course of 
the Mayflower and her satellite, the 
Sylph, as they entered the line. A 12-

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ACCIDENT MARS 
NAVAL REVIEW 


At High Speed Destroyer Bary 
Rams Destroyer Decatur 


From the Mayflower the Decatur 
Seemed To Be Sinking, but 
Boats Were Manned—De- 
catur, However, Not Se- 
riously Injured. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 17.—The re 
view of the fleet was marred by a mis 
hap just at its conclusion, when the 
torpedo boat destroyer Barry rammed the 
destroyer Decatur, fortunately, however, 
doing little damage. 

The incident was exciting. It occurred 
just at the moment when the president 
was receiving congratulations upon thé 
success of the maneuvers. 

The first, squadron of destroyers, con- 
sisting of the Decatur, Bainbridge, Barry, 
Dale and Chauncey, all under command 
of iLeutenant L, H. Chandler, was ap- 
proaching the Mayflower at full speed. 
The vessels were in close formation. 

Orders were signaled from the Decatur 
to the other vessels to form a wedge. in 
executing the orders the Decatur swung 
acrogs the bow of the Barry. An instant 
later the Barry rammed her on the star- 
board side. As the ships were running 
at a speed of 20 knots, the blow was 
tremendous. The Decatur listed sharply 
to port and seemed to be inserious dis- 
tress. From the Mayflower she appeared 


to be sinking. 

The Mayflower’s boats were manned in- 
stantly, but were not lowered, as the De- 
catur was seen to right herself, In a few 
minutes she hoisted a signal of ‘‘no seri- 
ous damage.” Later she steamed along- 
side the Mayflower and LieutenantChan- 
dler reported that while his ship had re- 
ceived a bad bump on the starboard quar- 
ter, she was not materially damaged, 

The injury was plainly evident from the 
deck of the Mayflower. She had been 
struck about half way between her stern 
and midship, and a largé dent had been 
made in her plates. The starboard rail 
was damaged, but otherwise the vessel 
was intact. The barry, which had struck 
the Decatur a glancing biow, had her 
bow crumpled by the collision, but she 
was not injured otherwise. 

The accident put a sudden stop to the 
maneuvers of the destroyer’s squadron. 

Admiral Dewey oadered Lieutenant 
Chandler to proceed with the five ves- 
sels to the Brooklyn navy yard, where 
Buch repairs as may‘be necessary could 
be made quickly. 

After the damage has been repaired, the 
squadron will rejoin the fleet and continue 
the summer maneuvers. 

President Roosevelt, who was intently 
watching the squadron of destroyers when 
the nedident oa¢curred, remarked that 
such accidents, especially to destroyers, 
were likely to ocug at any time. 

In the execution of war maneuvers 
some chances; he said, must be taken,’ 
and if the time ever should come when 
the navy was afraid of scratching off the 
paint of a vessel, its efficiency would de- 
teriorate materially, 

Both the president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
noted the accident with great calmness, 
notwithstanding the fact that their son, 
Kermit, was. on board the Decatur at the 
time the collision. He was standing 
beside Lieutenant Chandler when the ves- 
sel ran alongside the Mayflower to re- 
port.

battery spurted a little flash of flame 
and smoke and the succession of presi- 
dential salutes began. While the smoke 
was drifting from the Kearsarg®’s guns 
her band struck up “Columbia” and her 
sailors gave the president a ringing 
cheer as the Mayflower moved by. At a 
speed of 3 miles an hour the president’ 
flag ship proceeded down the lane and as 
she approached the guns of each of the 
ships in turn spoke a salute, their bands 
and the cheers of the sailors joining in 
the tribute. The gurs of the destroyers 
were silent. 

From the Mayflower President Roose- 
velt, surrounded by a group of admirals 
and guests, accepted the salutes, At 
the end of the line the Mayflower turned 
and passed between the second column of 
cruisers and second line of destroyers. 
One after another the guns of the Dol- 
phin, Panther, Prairie, Yankee, Topeka 
and Olympia saluted, until having en- 
cireled the fleet and completed the first 
part of the’review the Mayflower stopped 
at the héad of the two columns bétween 
the Kearsarge and the Olympia. As a 
naval picture it was spiéndid and inspir- 
ng. 

Launches put off from the war ships 
and scurried over to the Mayflower con- 
veying the commanders and flag officers 
to pay their respects to the president.

THREE BAD MEN 
LEAVE FOR WEST 


Quiet, Timid. Looking Des- 
peradoes Start For In- 
dian Territory. 


Three bad men of the west who some 
long time ago came to stay at the big 
federal prison in south Atlanta, left yes- 
terday for their old home in the Indian 
Territory. 

Quiet, unassuming, inconspicuous look- 
ing men they were, about as far removed 
from the Deadwood Dick type of 5-cent 
fiction or the three Texarkansans of “A 
Texas Steer’’ as it wou.u be possible to 
imagine. 

There were no red shirts, no chaparejes, 
no big sombrerog with rattlesnake bands 
and no pistol-heeled boots to suggest the 
cattle country. They were certainly the 
quietest, most timid looking bad men 
that ever rode herd on the uncertain rail- 
road tracks of the union car shed trying 
to rope down and brand the right train 
On the Southern that would eventually 
land them once more in the sage brush 
and cacti of the territory. 

With them was an Officer who acted 
@s chaperone of the tea party‘ of rather 
weak looking wild westerners, He saw 
to it that they Bboarded their right train 
and were well started on their destina- 
tion with $5 dollars in their pockets. 

Rather awkward the men looked in 
their new suits, painfully new suits with 
the creases still showing. For the gov- 
ernment does not send a prisoner away 
from the institution at the time of his 
discharge without supplying him with a 
new sult throughout and a five-spot to 
Keep him company on his way home. 
Uncle Sam also purchases a ticket to the 
destination from which he wag sentenced 
and more than that he sees ...t ne uses 
Mt and doés not gv down town . sell 
it to some ticket scalper and then be- 
come an Atlantan or a Georgian without 
any invitation. It is in this way that 
Atlanta is protected from having any of 
the dischagged men going broke in this 
city and perhaps committing other crimes 
by which Atlantans would be losers. 
Not that all discharged prisoners are bad, 
but the government takes this precau- 
tion for the protection of both Atlanta 
and Fort Leavenworth, where the two 
tederal prisons are located.

James ( Dunlap, Pioneer 
Citizen, Is Dead 


Well-Known Atlantan Succumbs to 
Advanced Age—He Talked of 
the City’s Growth and Prog- 
ress Almost to the Hour 

. 
of His Death. 


Death claimed yesterday one of At- 
lanta’s oldest, best known and most pa 
triotic citizens, James Cousar Dunlap, 
who has seen the city grow from the 
asheg left by Sherman’s army to the 
magnificent metropolis of today; who did 
more, predicting the growth of the city 
as it stands today in the face of the 
doubting smile with which his dream 
of the future, as it seemed then, was 
greeted. 

Mr. Dunlap died at 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning *at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. W. D. Harwell, 19 Dunlap 
street, the lot upon which he had made 
his*own home almost since he became 
a resident of Atlanta. At the advanced 
age of 87 years, death came as a reé- 
sult of physical weakness: his mind was 
as vigorous and as active almost as in 
the years when he was such a familiar 
figure upon Atlanta’s streets. He had 
been sick oniy since last Thursday, up 
to that time exhibiting no feebleness 
except such as was due to his advanced 
years. But almost to the hour of his 
death he continued to talk with his chil- 
dren, many of whom were around him, 
discussing particularly the progress of 
Atlanta, which was always especially 
dear to him. 

On Sunday afternoon he talked for some 
time. “How is Jim English?” he asked 
of one of his sons. “Has he started his 
16-story buliding yet?’ Such questions 
were characteristic of him, for nothing 
interested him more than his adopted 
city’s rapid growth. 

Mr. Duntap is survived by eight chil- 
dren—Mrs. W. H. Strickland, Mrs. M. E. 
Watkins, Mrs. C. H. Strickland, Mrs. W. 
D. Harwell, of Atlanta; Mrs. F. R. Bell, 
of Talladega, Ala.; Samuel C. Dunlap, 
of Gainesville, Ga.; John G. Dunlap and 
Edgar Dunlap, of Atlanta. His wife, 
who was a Miss Sammon, of Gwinnett 
county, died in 1887. He had twenty- 
three grandchildren, nineteen of whom 


are now living. 

The funera] services will be held at 
the home an Dunlap street at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon, and will be conducted 
by Rev. Dr. J. K. Pace, of the Jackson 
Hill Baptist church. of which Mr. Dunlap 
has been a member for several years.

Great Faith in Atlanta. 


Dunlap was born in Lancaster 
South Carolina, March 1, 1816, 
but moved from there to Gwinnett 
county, Georgia, at the age of about 
nine years. At the age of “twenty, in 
1836, he enlisted for service in the war 
against the Creek Indiana, and for that 
service he drew a pension from. the 
United States government up to the 
time of his death, it having been allowed 
in 1890 and paid for some years back. 
He was 45 years old when the war be- 
gan between the statés, and owing to his 
weight ,was not accepted as a soldier 
until toward the close of the war. He 
did service, however, with the confed- 
erate home guard, was a@ great believer 
in the confederate cause, a strong se- 
cessionist, and believed the confederacy 
would be successful up to the time the 
announcement of the surrender came. 

Mr. Dunlap was the owner of a large 
plantation in Gwinnett county, and had 
many slaves. These he held until the 
surrender. 

In 1866 Mr. Dunlap came to Atlanta 
at the time when the city was. yet in 
ashes, having formed part of the path- 
way of Sherman’s army. He remained 
here for some time, returned for a short 
period to Gwinnett county, and in 1869 
moved to Atlanta to stay. 

Thus it was that Mr. Dunlap saw At- 
lanta” expand from a few fireswept hiill- 
sides to the magnificent city of today. 
It was in 1866 or 1867, while selling some 
real estate at auction, that he made a 
brief speech predicting the future growth 
of the city which is remembered by 
many of the older residents, and which 
brovighnt a smile of incredulity to the 
faces of his hearers. Standing on the 
rear end of a dray, and offering the 
property to the highest bidder, he said 
in effect: 

“The time is coming, and many of 
you will live to see it, when Atlanta. 
like a great eagle, standing here in the 
center of the city, will spread out with 
the tip of one wing fanning the hills 
of Buckhé&id; with his beak at Decatur, 
the other wing jipping East Point, and 
he will have his tail in the rapid waters 
bf the winding Chattahoochee.” 4

New York, August 17.—Liverpool made 
a poor showing when we opened.

Little 
rain fell on the whole either vesterday 
or today. but re ts were arriving that 
the outlook was not so godd in Many 
sections because of Incessant rains. On 
the other hand some sections reported a 
decided improvement in the crop pros- 
pects. Tomorrow's bureau report for the 
week may afford a better basis for op- 
erating in the market. Opinion is mixed 
as to what it will probably show. We 
hear little of new cotton being moved, 
and until such is the ease nobody cares 
to sell. Even then it is a question to 
what extent people will keep short of 
the market with the possibility of an 
early killing frost. Opening sales were 
8 to 9 points decline, with the market 
dull. Weaknees in stocks was against 
cotton, and the fact that the hurricane 
in the gulf failed to appear in Texaa 
also led to a little selling for short ac- 
count.

There were no signs of Texas. moving 
much new cotton this month. Cables 
were 3 to 12 points lower.

WILL NOT DELAY 
GRADING WORK 


Captain English Lends City 
Money for Improve- 
ment. 


The new depot, bonds and the dairy 
inspector were some of the questions 
that interesteq council during the ses- 
sion of yesterday afternoon. 

The depot matter affects the changes 
in the grades of streets in the vicinity 
of that improvement. From the street 
committee, of which Alderman Terry 1s 
chairman, came a resolution providing 
that the work of @anging the grades 
be commenced at once. It also provided 
that the city accept the offer of Captain 
J. W. English, president of the Atlanta 
Terminal Company, for a loan of $8,000, 
which sum is.required to do the work 
at this time. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Another matter affecting the streets 
Was the report of City Attorney James 
L. Mayson upon the piece of ground near 
the gas works which is now occupied by 
a stone cutter but which is a part of 
Alabama street, it having been purehased 
from the state. It is, however, a part 
of the property leased by the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad. 
There is therefore a question as to 
whether the municipality can claim its 
use until the end of the lease. City At- 
torney Mayson reported to the street 
committee that he believed Atlanta could 
have the use of the property. The com- 
mittee recommended that the city attor- 
ney at once institute suit and council 
adopted the report. 

Council yesterday provided for the is- 
suance of $97.000 of municipal bonds, $30.- 
000 to be given the water~works and 
$67,000 for sewers. They will not be placed 
on the market, as the sinking fund com- 
mission will buy them at par. 

Alderman Longino presented an amend- 
ment to the odPdinance providing for a 
dairy inspector which permits the board 
of health to select some one who is not 
a veterinarian. The amendment was re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee. 

An ordinance by Alderman Pierce pro- 
viding for the purchase of schoo! books 
for the children of the poor was referred 
to the finance committee and the board 
of education.

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Captain ‘‘Tip’’ Harrison, of the comp- 
troller general's office, was in a reminis- 
cent mood yesterday afternoon and Tfre- 
lated some war experiences to an inter- 
ested group of listeners. 


“During the civil war there were a great 


'many instances of a small body of men 
| capturing a much larger body or winning 
| a fight against great odds. 


‘I remember one instance at the Wilder- 
ness when forty men of General] Gordon’s 
command captured a whole regiment vf 
federals. It happened this way: A body 
of union troops were making a flank 
movement against our main lines and had 
deflected them back some distance on the 
left. We were ordered to charge this 
flanking force and relieve the pressure on 
our left. 

“Directly ahead of us was a large open 
field and all around this was thick woods. 
We drove the yankees back and they 
separated, part going on each side of the 
open field. A part of our force, with Gen- 
eral Gordon. went to the right of the field 


'and the remainder, under General Evans, 


to the left, pursuing the fleeing federais. 
“As it happened both sections of our 


|charging force came to a halt af about 
| the same distance down the fleld, but be- 


ing in the woods we could not tel] on 


| either side where the others were. I went 


out. under orders from General Evans, 


_with a party of skirmishers to fill up the 


gap formed by the open field and it after- 
wards developed that General Gordon, not 
anowing what General Evans had done, 
sent Maior Van Vaikenburg with forty 
men to find General Evans. 

“Now. while we had been chasing the 
union men, a regiment had come through 
that field double quick, unseen by us, 
to reinforce them, and when Major Van 
Valkenburg. with his forty men. went 
back behind the field to find General 
Evans he came up to the rear of this 
regiment standing bewildered in the 
woods. He called for a surrender. 

“ ‘Surrender to who?’ asked the officer 
in command. 

‘**To General Gordon's Georgia brigade.’ 
shouted back Major Van Valkenburg. 
and then the regiment surrendered and 
those forty men marched off their cha- 
grined prisoners, who felt heartily asham- 
ed of having surrendtred without a shot 
to ‘a squad.’ 

‘But one of the finest Incidents in the 
whole war of a small force overcoming 
a larger one was the defeat of a whole 
flotilla of gunboats at Sabine Pass by 
forty men in a little fort with four guns, 
Lieutenant Dowling commanding. 

‘These gunboats, carrying hundreds of 
union troops, under Major General Frank- 
lin, came stealing up the river from the 
gulf of Mexico and Lieutenant Dowling 
and his little force determined to drive 
them back. They turned the fire of their 
four guns on the foremost boats and dis- 
abled and sunk the first three, where- 
upon the others turned tall and made for 
the ocean. 

“Not long after that several hundred 
soldiers who had been on the three first 
boats came ashore, by swimming or how- 
ever they could from the sinking vessels, 
and surrendered. 

“Who commands in this fort?’ they 
asked.

answered Lieutenant Dow- 


That is your rank and how many 
men have you?” was the next question 
of the prisamers, who, of course, were 
unarmed. 

“When the gallant little HNeutenant re- 
piied that he had the number of forty 
men. all told. under him. the prisoners 
looked at each other blankly. 

“‘Do you know what you have done?’ 
queried one officer of the Ilewtenant. 
‘You have sunk three of the best gumn- 
hoats in the union service and sent a ma- 
jor general with a lot of other boats and 
Mndreds of men hurrying out to sea 
again. You ought to be ashamed of your- 
self.’ 

“Rut the seheme was all on one side in 
that fight and most of it was enrricd 
out to sea by retreating gunboats.”

The second complaint wag made by 
Hamilton Douglas and other friends of 
James McWhirter, whose arm was broken 
in a street car accident and who was not 
attended by the hospital physicians, they 
telephoning for the surgeon of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Company. 

During the session of yesterday after- 
noon Councilman Warren presented the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That the committee on hospital 
und charities be requested to take under 
consideration the rules and regulations of 
the Grady hospital and report at the 
next meeting of council such changes 
or additions to the same as may seem 
wise,” 

This ® resolution 
adopted. 

Councilman Amorous then presented the 
following: 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That no pay patients be treated 
in the Grady hospital.” 

On motion of Councilman Amorous this 
resolution was referred to the committee 
on hospital and charities for action. 

Hugh M. Dorsey, one of the best known 
young men of Atlanta, was elected to that 
vacancy on the board of trustees of the 
Grady hospital which was caused by the 
resignation of W. H. Venable. He re- 
celved the unanimous vote of council. 

The committee on hospital and chari- 
ties will doubtless have the members of 
the hospital board present during the ses- 
sion at which the hospital rules are re- 
vised and some lively debates are likely 
to take place.

The nov- 
ice may start in any of these various 
branches, and as he ascends he not only 
anquires, by study and experience, pro- 
ficiency in his particular specialty, but 
he must also absorb the knog ledge of the 
others with which he comes in contact, 
Finally, when he reaches the top. he has 
the broadest of educations, and is a lead- 
er 
“The final rewards fn railroading, while 
not the sole object, are, of course, of 
interest to the aspirant, and have a large 
effect on his course. 

“Salaries may be said in a general way 
to range between $500 and $50,900 per 
year, The true railroad man gets from 
his position something that he treasures 
more than the money. There fs a charm 
about dealing in large affairs. in doing 
things that leave their mark, in succ@s- 
fully handling men, and in jhe personal 
intercourse with comrades in the same 
cause, that holdg him to his profession 
when health and comfort dictate retire- 
ment,”’

Tent-Pegging System of Their Cap- 
tain May Be Adopted by Foreign 


Powers. 

Company I, Captain George, of the Six- 
teenth United States infantry, now sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson, will leave to- 
night over the Southern to attend the 
annua] encampment of the North Caro- 
lina state troops at Asheville. 

Company I has the record of being one 
of the best trained companies not only 
in Colonel Price’s command, but that of 
the entire infantry arm of the service. 
At the garrison the members of the onm- 
pany are known as the ‘“‘Sapolios.’’ They 
have received this nickname on account 
of the constant scrubbing of barracks 
and accouterments which is the daily 
programme of Captain George. 

There is a report at Fort McPherson 
that the system of tent pegging, which 
is the protected invention of Captain 
George, is not only to be generally in- 
troduced into the commands of the reg- 
ular army, but that coming encampments 
of state troops will find this wonderfully 
speedy and practica] method of erecting 
and moving of canvas homes included 
in the tactics of annual encampments. 

More than this, it is said that foreign 
powers have become interested in the 
exceptional efficiency of Captain George's 
system, and it is quite possible that they 
may make overtures to the government 
for the purchase of the invention pro- 
viding such alterations in the present 
method as may be required for the peg- 
ging of different shaped tenis such as 
are used for the foreign vowers. In any 
such event,’ Captain George would, of 
course, be the recipient of a royalty 
from all such governments as inight ap- 
ply for the use of the patent. 

By Captain George's system it is pus- 
sible for a squad of eight men to erect 
and securely peg a tent ready for inspec- 
tion in from two to five minutes, accord- 
ing to the efficiency and practice of tne 
men. The felling of the tents and roti- 
ing them ready for transportation by the 
same methods can be accomplished in 
even less time. This: system was used 
to the best advantage by all of the com- 
panies of the Sixteenth during their scrv- 
ice in the Philippines.

MAY BE REDUCED 


Believed County Rate for 
Next Year Will Be $3 80 
on $1,000, 


The belief is current that the county 
rate of taxation will be materially re- 
duced by the board of county commis- 
sioners when it meets to fix the rate for 
next year, 

The rate, which it is thought will meet 
with the favor of the commissioners. is 
38 cents on the $1, or $3.80 on the $1,000. 
This will mean a considerable lessening 
of county taxes, as the rate for this year 
is 52 cents on the $190, or $5.20 on the $1,600. 

The total amount of property returned 
for taxation ip Fulton county, as shown 
bv the tax digest, is about $55,000.000 and 
a rate of $3.80 wil) realize for the county 
about $210,000. In addition to this amount, 
the county will receive in the neighbor- 
hood of $30.000 fram other sources, not on 
the digest. such ds railroad tax and other 
Similar matters. which will increase the 
total to $240.000. 

The county has no heavy expenditures 
in sight for next year and it is belleved 
this amount will afford sufficient funds 
for the operation of all départments. 
When *he tax rate was fixed last year. 
the county wag faced with an indebted- 
ness of $82,000. The board is expected to 
fix the rate ghortly.

New York, August 17.—The volume of 
business continued on a large scale and 
notwithstanding some irregularity in 
finetuations further upward progress was 
made by the larger part of the list.

Foreign 
houses were heavy sellers on the suQse- 
quent recovery here, particularly on the 
sharp advance in the Eries.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 17.—There was a 
continuance of irregular strength in to- 
day's market. but it was attended by a 
degree of. hesitation throughout.

Except for the fact that most 
of the necessagy liquidation which hade 
depressed the market seemed completed, 
there was not enough indication of posi- 
tive change in tge conditions which 
forced the liquidation to make an in- 
definite upward movement look safe or 
attractive. There is some revival of ap- 
prehension over the money outlook, and 
the best grades of commercial paper es- 
pecially commang 6 to 6% per cent. while 
commissions in some caseg raise the in- 
terest rate considerably above this. There 
does not seem the slightest reason to 
suppose any question of mercantile cred- 
its involved jn these rates. It ic sim- 
ply &@ pressure upon the available money 
market supply. Rates for time money 
show the same firmness, and some lend- 
ers refuse to quote rates, pointing out 
that the terms gre a matter of individual 
judgment between lender and borrower. 
The tendency of interior exchange fore- 
Shadows the coming demand fer crop 
moving purposes, and a stronger tone in 
foreign exchange made the outlook for 
imports of gold not so assuring. The 
price of gold was raised in the London 
market and discounts were inclined to 
harden abgpad. The situation abroad was 
affected to some extent by the events 
in southease@rn Europe. 

The opening dé@cline here was largely 


in sympathy with the London market, 
'although there was some profit taking 
tor domestic account, prompted by. the 
extent of last week's rise and by 
disappointment over the Saturday bank 
Statement. It was feared that somé <d® 
the stocks bought for support last week 
would come on the market now. and 
there was some apprehension that the 
large banking interests would frown on 
any further advance in prices. The lat- 
ter fear was quieted by the character 
of some of the early buying. which was 
given the appearafice of absorption by 
some of the large banking interests. Pro- 
fessional leadership was evident in the 
skill with which the effective buying was 
distributed and was shifted from one 
quarter to another. Erie was in con- 
spicuous demand early, and glowing fore- 
casts was heard of the showing to be 
made in the forthcoming annual report. 
Southern Pacific, Rock Island and Amal- 
gamated Copper wer@ — successively 
brought ifnto prominence. Copper was 
advanced 1-4¢ a pound here and £2 5s a 
ton in London.
